«| depart out of this Nation : Andit any of rhe ſaid Perſons ſhould not depart according to the Tenor of 
the ſaid Declaration, or ſhould retyrn again into this Nation, withour ſpecial Licence , as in the faid 
Declaration is expreſled ; The ſaid Perfons not departing or returning , as aforeſaid, ſhould be liable unto ſuch penal- 
ties and forfeitures, as are Declared againſt Teſuirs, Seminarie Prieſts, and other Prieſts, in one At made the 27 Year of 
Queen Er1savtrtH, Commanding all leſuits and Prieſts to Cepart out of, and not return into England, &c. as by 
the ſaid Declaration publiſhed in Princ appeareth : Ir is nowy Ordered, Thar all Officers, both Civil and Militarie, and 
all other Miniſters of Iuſtice in every Precin&in Ireland, do forthwith cauſe the {aid Declaration to be ſtrictly pur in 
Execution in all Points : And that the Lavy 1n theſaid Declaration may be more eftectually put in Exeemioa Its for. 
ther Ordered and Declared , That if any Perſon or Perſons, ſhall at any time after the 25® of this Inſtant Month of 
May, apprehend and bring before any luſtice of Peace, or any Perſon or Perſons who have power to put the ſaid Lays 
in Execution, any Ieſuir , Seminarie Prieft, or other Perſon enjoyned by the faid Declaration to depart this Nation, and 
not being Licenced to ſtay,or any Perſon that {hall relieve, harbour, or maintain them ,*contrarie to the Tenor of the 
{aid Declaration, to the end they may be proceeded againſt, as in the {aid Declaration is directed , The ſaid Perſon and 
Perſons, performing the ſaid ſervice, ſhail have for a reward and encouragement, ſuch a Sum and Sums of Mone , As 
any one luſtice of Peace, with any two of the Commilsioners of Reyenue of the Precinct where the ſervice is perform. 
cd, ſhall adjudge to be a reaſonable reward : Provided the ſaid reward for the apprehending of any one of the ſaid 
Perſons exceed not the Sum of Five Pounds. And the Commailsioners of the Revenue within the reſpeRive Precinds, 
arehereby Authorized and Required to ifſue their Warrants or Orders, unto the reſpeCtive Treaſurers of the faid Pres 
cin&s for Payment of ſuch Sum and Sums of Money as ſhall be ſo awarded and adjudged reaſonable to be given as a 
reward for the ſaid ſervice, out of ſuch Fines, Amerciaments, or other caſual Reyenue, ariſing within the ſaid reſpeRive 
Precindts. and in default of ſuch caſual Revenue to make good the ſaid Payments then, out of the Receipts of Exciſe. 
And to the end that all Perſons concerned may take notice hereof: It is further Ordered , That this Declaration be 
forthwith Printed, and Publiſhed in all Market-Townsinl& EL.aND. Dated at Dublin, the 6 day of May, 1 6 53.
